EDITORIAL NOTES. 


A good bill passed by the New 
York Legislature allows to every 
citizen who plants four nut-bearing, 
fruit or ornamental trees on the 
highway adjacent to his lands a re- 
bate of one dollar on his road tax. 
The intention is to encourage ar- 
borculture.

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A Sham Battle that Recalis Reel - 
lections ef Deadly Strife. 
NaSHVILLE, May 25. 

The attendance at the fair grounds 
this afternoon was the largest ever 
known iu this city, and was estimated 
in the neighborhood of 20,000 people. 
After dinner artillery drill was re- 
sumed by companies Rand C of the 
Louisiana field artillery. This was 
followed by dress parade, after which 
all the troops present participated in a 
sham battle. General ©. S. Bently of 
Iowa led the attacking party arid Col. 
I. G. Butler of Missouri commanded 
the defending forces. The battle was 
oper the entire enclosure of the fair 
grounds, covering an area of one 
mile. The forces consisted of in- 
fantry, artillery and cavalry. The 
attacking party was victorious and 
drove a part of thé defenders back into 
the drill-grounds, where their bat- 
teries were captured at the point of the 
bayonet. The firing was heard in the 
city and recalled vividly recollections 
of the historic battle of Nashville, and 
had a familiar and not over-pleasant 
sound to volunteers of both sections.
